THE above illustration shows not only a most complete but a very artistically designed Bath Room. The fixtures represented are our 
"Imperial" Porcelain, Porcelain-lined Iron, or Planished Copper Bath Tub, fitted with Copper-lined Combination Shower and Needle Bath 
(patented), which makes this the most desirable and complete bathing arrangement that can possibly be had in a private bath room ; also 
our "Imperial'' Porcelain Seat and Foot Bath, Wash Stand fitted with "Nonpareil" Wash Basin, the "Dolphin" Front-outlet Water Closet, very 
handsomely made in one piece of earthenware, and furnished in plain ivory or decorated with gold, turquoise or pink lines. 

The Combination Needle and Shower Bath is unquestionably the simplest and most effective of any yet devised : by it the desired 
result is attained without a complicated system of pipes and cocks, and without a possibility of the party using the bath being scalded by 
accidentally turning on the hot water cock. The combination consists of a wooden casing lined with heavy planished copper, in the interior of 
which are three vertical Needle Sprays and the Shower ; the five Valves shown are lettered Hot, Cold, Supply to Bath, Needle Spray and Shower. 
The two Valves lettered Hot and Cold are first opened and permit the water to enter a Mixing Column, attached to which is the Thermometer, which 
registers the degree of temperature of the water ; f rom the Mixing Column the water passes to the Bath Tub, Needle or Shower by opening the respective 
valves. Assuming the hot water supply to be at boiling point, the water passing through the Mixing Column can never be of a higher temperature than 
98° ; any desired temperature (lower than 98 s ) can be obtained by a further opening or closing of the hot or cold water valve, as the case may be. To fill 
the Bath Tub the valve lettered "Supply to Bath " is opened, the water entering at the foot of the tub without noise or steam. The Needle and Shower 
may be used together or separately. The Waste employed, but which cannot be shown by the illustration, is the Demarest Patent Standing 
Waste and Overflow, which is illustrated and described on the following pages.

Our object has been to pro- 
duce an apparatus at once simple and efficient, one that would accomplish the desired purpose without the complicated system of pipes and 
cocks employed in all Combination Baths heretofore made, also to obviate any possibility of the party using the bath to be scalded by accidentally 
turning on a hot water cock. In this apparatus (assuming the hot-water supply to be at boiling point) the water passing through mixing column can never 
be of a higher temperature than 98 degrees. Any desired temperature (lower than 98 degrees) can be obtained by turning the wheel governing the mixing 
column towards cold, tepid or hot, the thermometer attached to the mixing column registering the degree. 

The four vertical columns which give the main or Needle Spray are perforated at an angle which throws the spray so that it will entirely cover 
the body of the bather. A very ingenious feature is that of the Liver Sprays, which can be adjusted to suit the varying heights of the different parties using 
the bath. The Rose Jet shown in the centre of the bottom slab may be unscrewed, when the Douche or Bidet will be ready for use. In conclusion we 
mention the important features and advantages of tins Bath as compared with those heretofore made : 

First.— Its perfect safety : the hot and cold water supplies l>eing so graduated that it is impossible for the bather to be scalded. 

Second.— Any desired temperature (below 98 degrees) can be obtained, the degree being registered by the thermometer attached to mixing column, 

before the sprays are turned on. 
Third.— The number of stop valves and pipes is so few that the bather is not apt to get confused by their number or uses. 

Fourth.— The four different sprays, Needle, Liver, Shower and Douche, are all combined and may be used together or separately, at the immediate 
control of the bather. 

As regards the workmanship, we have only to say that it is of the very best, being made with the same care and thoroughness which characterizes 
all our work in this department. 

The above occupies a space of 7 ft. X 3 ft. 6 in. x 3 ft. 6 in., but can be made an inch or two less or more, or otherwise modified to suit. 
The Marble or Slate Stall may be dispensed with where it is not necessary to confine the spray within its limits ; in this case the Needle Bath is arranged to 
stand alone, provision being made to secure it firmly to the floor.

The "Inodoro" is made with Trap or Sewer Vent, and with Local or Bowl Vent; the latter of 
course is rarely used unless when it can be connected with a hot flue. 

The Embossed " Inodoro," in Plain White and Ivory Tint, also Decorated, is the outcome of the tendency to have all plumbing fixtures 

set up open, dispensing as far as jK>ssible with Cabinet Work, so they may bo accessible on all sides. For this purpose we know of no Water Closet 

better adapted than the Embossed "Inodoro," which combines a really handsome and artistic appearance with all practical and sanitary requisites. 

As shown by the following cuts, we also make the "Inodoro" with an Offset; this Closet, however, is only used to take the place of an 

old closet Where the Trap is already under the floor and cannot well be removed.

THE No. 4 VALVE is now being most generally used on account of its simplicity and adaptability to all pressures and to any kind of 
water ; as regularly sent out, it works satisfactorily on all pressures from 20 to 100 pounds ; when it is required for pressures of over 
100 pounds, or less than 20 pounds, it is necessary to state the exact amount of pressure when ordering the Closets. To regulate the 
pepth of Water in Bowl turn Regulating Screw A to the Right to increase the water, and to the Left to decrease it ; the Regulating Screw 
is reached by removing Part C, to which Supply Coupling D is attached, when moving Part B can be taken out. The small hole in Part B 
lsior the Plumber to put the leg of his compasses through while turning the Screw. This Valve is very easily repaired; it is also inter- 
changeable with No 1 Valve-shown by Plate 182-G— which is of course familiar to all who have been using the "Demarest." and is still 
iurnisiied with the Closets to those who may prefer it, only when ordering, it should be stated that Closet is wanted with No. 1 Valve.

As the water passes from 
the Cistern into Pipe D it creates a rarefaction of the air in Outlet Section H; the atmospheric pressure upon the water in the Bowl then 
causes Syphonic action to take place, when the contents of the Bowl are precipitated into the Lower Trap and thence to Soil Pipe ; the Sy- 
phonic action continues until the depth of water in Compartment F is reduced and Float A begins to descend, when the admission of air 
breaks the Syphon. The remaining water in Compartment F then re-fills the Bowl, and Compartment F re-fills through Opening I, and the 
Water Closet is again ready for use. 

From the foregoing it will be observed that there are few working or moving parts to get out of order or to require repairs ; that 
the operation is so simple that a child can use the Closets ; that they are waste-preventing, as only contents of Compartment F can be used 
at each operation. 

Each has a 
Flushing-rim which washes all parts of the Bowl.

To brino- the Wave or Back Spray into operation the two "Valves lettered "Cold Wave" and "Hot Wave" are turned. The Bidet or 
Douche is obtained by turning the two Valves lettered "Cold Spray" and "Hot Spray." The Wave and Spray can be used together or separately. 
If so desired water may be retained in the Seat Bath by means of the "Unique" Waste. 

Plate 813-G is furnished in the following' different combinations: 
Combination 1, as shown above and described. 

Combination 2, as shown above and described, less the "Unique" Waste. 
Combination 3, comprising the "Imperial" Porcelain, Porcelain-lined Iron or Copper Seat Bath, with Wave or Back Spray, and Supply Fittings and 

"Unique" Waste as shown by Plate 72-G. 
Combination 4, comprising the "Imperial" Porcelain, Porcelain-lined Iron or Copper Seat Bath with Bidet or Douche Spray, and Supply Fittings 

and "Unique" Waste as shown by Plate 72-G. 
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
